TOOL  CONSUMPTION  LIKELY  TO  INCREASE 

Because  of  a  shift  from  civilian  to  military  production,  domestic  wool 
consumption  is  likely  to  increase  during  the  next  several  months.    In  awarding 
Army  contracts  preference  is  rriven  to  domestic  wool,  whereas  mills  have  used 
the  cheaper  foreign  wool  almost  exclusively  in  civilian  fabrics. 

"Thile  U*  S.  wool  stocks  are  more  than  twice  as  large  as  the  1935-39  average, 
annual  mill  consumption  is  nearly  a  billion  pounds  (grease  basis),  compared  with 
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the  1935-39  average  of  about  600,000,000  pounds.  •  '
